REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1,21, 22, 23, the prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest an 

IDSL line card, in response to determining that a maximum error level is exceeded, 
adjust a bit rate for at least one IDSL line interface while a second bit rate for a second 
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IDSL interface remains constant and determine that a resulting error level meets or falls 
below a minimum error level or a threshold level, in combination with other limitation as 
specified in the independent claims 1, 21, 22, 23. 

Regarding claims 7, 14 the prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest a method for 
communicating data according to ISDN protocol comprising: 

adjusting a second bit rate while maintaining a first bit rate constant until a CRC 
level associated with subsequent data transfer between the first and second IDSL line 
interfaces meets or falls below the predetermined acceptable level, in combination with 
other limitation as specified in the independent claims 7, 14.
